—The Country Gentleman insists that

3fotTVortri Much for Mllline, but Capable 


of Kaising Good Crop*. 


As there is a great deal of shrivollod 


•wheat in tho crop of this seasoa in 
many places, it becomes an important 
question how it can bo utilized. As 
wheat brings but a low price in the 
'market, only the very best should bo 
sold, and the poor lots used as feed. 
(Shrivelled gram turns out poorly in tha 
[mill, and it has especial value as feed, 
being strengthening and yet cooL It_ia 
lot tho utmost importance that the grain 
bo free from smut or rust, or otherwise 
it is most certainly unhealthy. As to 
how far it can be used for seed, several 
important points present themselves 
'for consideration. 
One of the very

Whether the offspring will naturally or

As to the facts, we have found shriv- 
eled seeds to produce good crops. 
How far the soil and other favorable 
conditions helped the result we wot 
not. 
A few years ago a neighboring 


farmer, a careful man and close ob- 
server, had a lot of wheat that was very 
much shriveled. Good wheat brought 
a high price, and he sold too close for 
fall seeding. Ho had taken some of the 
poor wheat to the mill, and it was not 
worth grinding into flour. On finish- 
ing he put in ten acres of land with part 
of this poor, shriveled wheat, and his 
crop next season was equal to the best 
he had.

Report ot the United State« 


Treasurer. 


WASHIXOTON, D. C., November 29.— 


The annual report of United States Treas- 
urer Wyman was made public yesterday. 
It shows that the net revenue of the Gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year ending June 
SOth, 1884, was less than that ol 1883 by 
$49,767,712, having been $348,619,869, 
while in 1883 it amounted to $838,287,681. 
The decrease In the receipts from cus- 
toms was $19,639,007, in tho receipts 
Jrom internal revenue J33,134,296, and m 
the receipts from miscellaneous sources 
$8,849,248. From the aggregate of these 
items should be deducted an increase of 
$1,854,840 in the receipts from public 
lands, leaving the net reduction as stated 
above. The net expenditures aggregated 
8244,126,244, a dercease from the amount 
in 1883 of $21,181,898. 
Tie surplus ap- 


plicable to the reduction ot the public debt 
amounted to $104,893,625, a decrease of 
828,486,818 from that ol the previous 
year.

bilities, lawfully required, in

only, having been as high as 46 4-10 a 
year ago, and on November 1st, 1884, it 
was 47 7-10 per cent. The average since 
resumption has been 61 9-10 per cent. 


The amount of standard silver dollars 


coined to September 30th, 1884, was 
8182,380,829, of which the Treasury 
held $142,849,409. 01 this latter amount 
$97,094,881 was for the redemption of 
silver 
certificates 
outstanding. 
The 


amount in circulation was $39,801,693. 


During the past fiscal year $128,162,- 


672 in National bank notes were present- 
ed lor redemption, being 22 83-100 per 
cent, more than In the preceding year. 
This Increase in theamount of bank notes 
presented for redemption, tho Treasurer 
says, reflects tho condition of the mer- 
cantile and monetary affairs of the coun- 
try, as shown by reports of increasing 
business failures and decreasing Clearing 
House transactions, and it is a continua- 
tion In the course that bank note redemp- 
tions have been pursuing year by year 
since 1881. The aggregate amount of 
bank notes presented lor redemption dur- 
'in" the past ten years expressed in round 
numbers, was $1,404,000,000, a yearly 
average of 8140,000,000. 
The actual re- 


demptions varied widely Jrom tho aver- 
age, running up to $242,000,000 in 1877, 
and falling off to $59,000,000 in 1881; in 
the one case exceeding the average by 
8102,000,000, and In the other falling 
§81,000,000 below it. 


The largo redemption ol the years 1875- 


1879 were to some extent due to the de- 
pression in business succeeding the finan- 
cial and commercial panic of 1873, and 
the comparatively small redemptions in 
the last five years, 1880-1884, may be at- 
tributed to the recovery during those 
years from the effects of that panic, the 
Increased activity of business, and the 
benefits attending the 
resumption of 


specie payments. 
The statistics of the 


ten years show that the redemptions are 
invariably affected by the business sea- 
son, decreasing in spring and autumn 
when trade is active, and increasing in 
midwinter aud midsummer when trade Is 
dull. The notes presented for redemp- 
tion during the first three mouths of the 
current fiscal year are thirty-one per 
cent. In excess of the amount presented 
during the corresponding period of the 
past fiscal year.

Alter 
a very fatiguing service of a night ai d a clay, 
tie regiment lay down for rest and slumber In 
tbe eiiptured and recaptuioil ol y of Holly 
Springs, when Coulaln Whltelt was oidered to 
report nt once lor djty, mounted and equipped, 
to Col. Griei son. who was tho regiment's colo- 
nel, but at the time commanding a hastily 
formed brigade o1 cavalry which was collected 
to pursue v an Dorti. Long before day ho was 
marching his company northward In the very 
uiiu> tioii taken l.j the rebel general, anil when 
uayllght had fully t.vmt ho brought hta men 
"on front into line."

"Now," snld Cap- 
tain Wbitsit, "it makes no difference whether 
I live or not, cr how many of you live. tbfB 
dispatch must to-day be sent to Gen. Ha Heck." 
I need not tell you that those men felt their 


Importance as soldiers of the United States 
army as they neverdld before. They and their 
Captain felt that their selection for this im- 
portant dutj was no empty compliment, but 
tha> Col. Grierson bad in his honest judgment 
tried to sell ct tbe company that filled the spec- 
ifications of Gen. Grant's order, and each man 
and officer resolved that neither Grant. Grter- 
son or Whitsit should be disappointed, and 
they were not 
In tho early spring followlLg 


(1863), on the I7th of April, Gen. Grlersou 
started with hia brigade from tan range, Tensi- 
on bis iamou> raid throurh. Mississippi and 
Louisiana to Batoi Houge—in many respects 
the most remarkable ana successful raid ever 
performed In any war. On th« very eve of 
startingCapt. Whitsit received his well mer- 
ited promotion to Major. Tbe company he had 
drilled and led In many a skirmish never gave 
him a moment's reason to blush for having 
been IU former commander, und as Major, C. 
W. whitstt never gave his old company reason 
to regret for a single moment that be bad gone 
up from their company. 


At Memphis, when Forrest made his raid into 


the city Iu summer of 1864, Col. Starr, the gal- 
iant commander of the regiment, saved Gen. 
C C. Washburn from capture, but received bis 
own death wound. There was no Lieut. Col. 
Tbe senior Major was already under a sen- 
tence of deatb for the murder of the much- 
loved Col. Loomia, and tbe command devolved 
upon Major Whitsit, without any other field 
officer. He commanded the reg ment with 
faithful ability and bravery through tbe fall 
campaign, ending with the battle of Frenklln. 
This battle of Fmnklln, which will ever be a 
conspicuous event In history, was his last bat- 
tle, and If any soldier ever had reason to look 
back to his last day's work with great satisfac- 
tion and pride, surely Major Wbluxt could be 
prou-l of the great achievements of Hatch's 
cavalry, of whlcb his regiment was a conspic- 
uous p'irt on that great day; for Hatch, with 
three brigades, met the famous rebel General 
Forrest with seven brigade', stopped bis flank 
movement, on which Hood depended so much, 
nnd droro him back two full mile*.

THE QBTZ TRAGEDY. 


The Victim Dying and Old Jesse 


Austin Accused of the 


Crime. 


In the REPUBLICAN of last evening 


were given the particulars of the murder- 
ous assault made on William Getz at his 
home place near Boody in Blue Mound 
township on Thanksgiving night. Getz 
was stabbed in the breast and in the 
abdomen, the latter thrust inflicting fatal 
injuries. To-day Getz, who is at Mr. 
Ferguson's house, 8 miles south of Deca- 
tur, was believed to be in a dying condi- 
tion, and his brother, Pitt Getz, went 
first to Boocfy for Justice Harbort to take 
the victim's dying deposition, but Mr. H. 
had gone to Indianapolis r.nd the justice 
at Elwin was procured to write down the 
dying statement. 


The stabbing was done at Gelz's house 


while he was seated at tho table eating 
his supper. He had been in Decatnr, and 
with a half gallon of whieky had started 
for home in a wagon accompanied by 
Badge Stevens and another man. On the 
way the party stopped at the home of 
Jesse Austin, father-in-law of Gotz. Aus- 
tin got in the wngon and went to Oetz's 
home with the party. 


It was while Getz was seated at his 


table, as previously stated, that the lamp 
was extinguished, and then the stabbing 
was done. Parties who have talked with 
Getz state that he saj s his wife's father, 
Jesse Austin, did the stabbing, and he 
will so swear in his dying declaration. 
All of the men had been drinking and 
were more or less under the influence of 
liquor, and sonia sharp words passed on a 
trivial matter, when the neeault as des- 
cribed occurred. 


Friday morning the wife of Gelz wont 


to the Ferguson place to see her husband, 
but he refused to allow her to enter tha 
room. He is quoted as saying that he 
believes she and her father conspired to- 
gether to iuke his life. It waa Friday 
morning that Ira Warnick mot Jesse Aus- 
tin and told him that Gotz had been stub- 
bed. "Who did that ?" asked Austin. 
"You should know," said Warmok. "I hey 
accuse you of the deed." Lifting his hat, 
Austin replied, "Well, there is where tho 
scoundrel struck me," pointing to a scar. 


Oar Boody informant states that Mr. 


Austin, who is past 03 and tho o>7ner of 
100 acres of land, cannot be found, and it 
is believed that ho has gone out of the 
county. 


Getz is a farmar about 35 years of age 


and has a wife but no ohildten. He has 
a farm of 40 acres. About live years ago 
he was shot in the leg in H mjaterions 
manner, but no one was nircsted. 


The authorities will take the present 


case m charge and no doubt the anest of 
the assassin will soon follow.

It is evident that a 
great many of them have been success- 
fully passed, from the fact that several 
are being discovered every day in the 
banks. The clumsily executed lead dol- 
lar that was floating around a few months 
ago, has almost disappeared, but the new 
counterfeit promises to be very dangerous.

ORIGIN OF THE BEET. 


BomothlflE About ft Dellelous and Whole* 


•omo Vegetable. 


There Is ft wild root in the southern 


part of Europe, growing spontane* 
oualy, from which the present cultiva-. 
tod beet derivei Its origin, I» wa» 
originally rough, forked, a.nd grew un- 
lU': ground, throwing up • masi of 
leaves, and U rtill cultivated for th« 
production of a- vegetable, th« stem 
and strong middle nb forming » deli- 
cato "vegetable," which is delicious 
nnci wholes«._j. It is from the seed, 
ling varieties of this plant that the 
many kinds of beet roots now ussd for 
feeding eattle have sprung. When the 
beet wa» fiwt put to nse for sugar- 
making It contained only about fivs 
per csnt of sugar, ten per cent having 
sine* been gained, and thereseems to bo- 
no reason why tha amount of gain may 
not still b* increased. 
A* an expla- 


nation of what has led to this fact, the 
truth is cited that Government duties 
In various parts of Europe differ. 
In 


Tr*ne« tht duty was on the "sugar" 
produced, in Germany the duty was 
•ollected on the "root nied." 
Conse- 


quently the richest roots wers the fa- 
vorites in Germany, though th» erop 
produced from the soil might b« very 
email. Analysis has shown that the 
lower part of the root is richest in su- 
gar, while the upper portions, and par- 
ticularly that portion of the root which 
grows out of the ground, not only con- 
tain* less sugar, but more of the iniu- 
rous salt, in sugar m» 
'•cture. Thi» 


stimulated the growth 
those kinds 


which buried themselves deepest in tha 
ground, and led also to tha custom of 
"hilling" up the roots with a plow or 
cultivator. The object of the farmer, 
as he sells his roots by the pound, is to 
devise some means of producing tho 
greatest number of pounds per acre» 
and to grow that kind of root which ia 
the most easily pulled 
from 
tba 
ground. Of course the manufacturer! 
prefer the small roots. The color of 
the root seems to be of little conse- 
quence, though there is » difference in 
the sweetness of different kinds.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.
